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cupants of the buildings in the neighborhood 
of Third and Locust streets heard a low 
rumbling noise. A moment after there was a 
crash that could have been heard ten 
blocks away, and a huge cloud of 
dust rolled up from a spot 
just north of Locust street, filling the street 
and rising high above the topsof the buildings. 
The few passers-by fied at the noise and the 
sight of the dust. From the by-streets, at- 
tracted by the concussion, came running a 
crowd of men and boys. As the dust slowly 
settled it was seen thatthe spot that hada 
few moments before been cov- 
ered by the two three-story buildings 
occupied by Flesh & Mookand Bailey, Sage 
& Co., 414 and 416 North Third street, was a 
heap of broken bricks, mortar, splintered 
timber and glass. The three buildings, 414, 
416 and 418 Third street, were practically one. 
They were plain old-fashioned three-story 
structures. The first building to the south, 
No. 414, was occupied by Flesh & Mook. It 
was a complete wreck. The roof had fallen 
in sections, and the front wall had 
caved in upon it. The ceiling of the first floor 
had formed a sort ot arch, which left a small 
open space atthe front of the building next 
the street. With the fall of the Flesh & Mook 
building the wall which saparated it from the 
building adjoining, No. 416, had gone down, 
taking with it the roof and all the floors of the 
building, leaving there wall swaying and 
swinging in front of the wreck. 
AN ALARM TURNED IN. 

Without delay an alarm was turned in from 
box 26, Third and Locust streets, which 
brought the fire department to the scene. Be- 


fore the arrival of the firemen, an enormous 


crowd had gathered and was standing in 
dangerous proximity to the swaying 
wall. From the interior of the 


fallen dullding could be heard the 
cries of a man evidently imprisoned under 
the ruins. The rumor spread rapidly that 
there were a dozen—20to50 men under the 
fallen walls. There were calls for some one 
to go to the assistance of the prisoners, but 
no one volunteered. One or two bad 
frightened men stood near the building, an 
looked helplessly at it. Their faces were 
begrimed with dirt, and their clothes 
white with the powdered mortar. They had 
been in the building just as the collapse oc- 
curred and had made their escape, how, many 
ofthem didnot know. To those who stood 
around them they said that, as nearly as the 
knew, there had been eleven men in the Flies 
& Mook buliding and four in the building of 
Bailey, Sage & Co., and they thought that most 
of them had aped. Theycould form no 
idea how man ere in the ruins. 

RESCUING THE INJURED MAN. 

With the arrival of the depurtmentthe crowd 
was run back and ropes stretched across the 
street. The firemen went straight to the 
Flesh & Mook -building whence the cries 
roceeded, A pile of half-rotten timbers 
rom the building lay on the sidewalk. 
A few timbers biocked the archway formed by 
the rnins. They were quickiy pulled away 
and the sufferer was seen to be pinioned under 
the ends of the timbers. His face was biack 
with dirt, his clothing was torn, and his arms, 
which were half bare, were cut in a dozen 
places. 

Nothing was to be done but to release him, 
and the energies of all the fre boys there were 


office when we heard the buliding falling. I 
ran out the south door, and be tried to get 
out, but the ceiling came down and 
caught him. Every manin the building got 
out except Steffen. Ido not know what caused 
the building to fall down, except that it 
was worn out you can see by 
these rotten timbers laying over the sidewalk.

There was nothing in the building but painters’ 
stock, and not a great deal of that. 
NO MORE HURT. 

For a time it was believed that there were 
othersintheruins. There was a sound in the 
rear of the building of Bailey, Sage & Co. 
as though there was some one throwing 
bricks and it was surmised that some one 
was lying there ina speechiess condition, on- 
deavoring to attract attention in this way. 
The roll of the employes of Flesh & Mook 
and Balley, Sage & Co. s cailed, 
however, and it was found that 
all were accounted for and safe with the ex- 
ception of Steffen. It was rumored that a 
Western Union Telegraph messenger had been 
killed by the — timbers, but no injured 
boy could be found. 


T. H. SAGE 
hada remarkable escape. He said: ‘‘I was 
down-stairs when I noticed the first 
indications of the accident, and imme- 
diatel went up-stairs, where some 
of the men were workin and told 
them they had better get out. went down 
stairs and passed from the front te the back 
after locking the safe and started out 
towards the back. I wasn’t a moment 
too soon. The crush occurred just then. 
Something struck me on the forehead, cutting 
me slightly. All the * in our 
building escaped safely. I ave heard 
from each of them. J. A. Roscoe 
and Chas Sapper were on the second floor and 
gat out 3 the rear over the adjoining 
roof, Mr. . „ Denny was on 
the first floor but got out.

THE EARTHQUAKE. 

Crry OF Mexico, via Galveston, May 
30.—Up to 10 o’ clock this morning no second 
shock of earthquake had been experienced, 
and this is fortunate, as some high and mod- 
ern buildings, constructed of light, porous 
stone, unfit for lofty buildings, are badly 
cracked, and might easily fall under addi- 
tional strain.

‘Ah, those unfortunate letters. Would to 
God I had never written them. Would to 
God that I had never so acted; but what 
has been written cannot be unwritten, I 
wish that it could be so.’

THE HUDSON BAY COUNTRY. 


Interesting Information About a Compara- 


tively Unknown Land. 


From a Letter in the Pittsburg Post, 

Those who have never seen life as it ex- 
ists among the inhabitants of the Hudson 
Bay country would be astonished at the 
extent of civilization among a class of 
people generally supposed to be savages, 
as well as at the awful grandeur of 
the scenery and forbidden aspect of the 
graveyard coasts along the shores of that, 
northern sea. In all the uninhabitable 
region of North America there is nowhere 
to be found a more bleak, desolate or 
dreary waste than that between Ungava 
Bay, off the coast of Labrador on the 
east, and Fort Churchill, on the west 
and southern EO of Hudson Bay 
proper. Although little is known yet re- 

arding this weird and frozen region, it 

as had a growth within the last half cent- 
ury which has been something phenomenal 
and having been measured according to 
its needs by the God of Nature has gone 
on advancing from age to age, until at the 

resent time, not alone the more fertile 
slands, but the extent of land back from 
the coast on either side, is thickly popu- 
lated by a people who hunt and fish and 
breed and talk and chatter even among 
the misery and destitution which life ina 
region 11 cha frost and snow must 
bring. udson Bay itself is really an 
inland sea, extendin between 
latitude 51 deg. an 64 deg. 
north and longitude 77 deg. and % 
deg. west, and while about 1,000 miles 
long at its greatest distance, is only about 
600 miles in breadth, covering an area of 
over 500,000 square miles. Itis navigable 
only for about three months in the year— 
from the middle of June to the middle of 
September—and for the remainder of the 
year is filled with drift ice, which renders 
navigation, even for a short distance, an 
absolute impossibility. The eastern coasts 
of the bay are sights to be admired, 
eliffs rising in many cases toa height of 
from 200 to 400 feet abruptly from 
the water’s edge, and, being com- 
pees ofa glacier-like substance which, 

eing ever coa with ice and frozen 
snow, shine in the sunlight until it is al- 
most impossible to look at them for any 
length of time. The residents of this sec- 
tion are not ey Esquimaux, buta 
cross between this race and the French 
and Indians, who haye come in for the 

urpose of hunting and — and final - 
y settled down among the natives to live 
as they do and share with them in 
the privations which no other 
life affords. On an average, in 
the summer months, the ther- 
mometer stands at about 45 deg. above, 
while the temperature in the winter runs 
as iow as 60 deg. below zero and will aver- 
age about 25 deg. below. Fish are scarce 
and can be caught only in the rivers, of 
which on the east there is only the Great 
Whale, while on the west thereare the 
Hayes, Nelson, Churchill, Moore, Albany, 
Weeknisk, Main and Abbitibbe. Seal 
abound in plenty, but are extremely 
shy and hard for the natives to 
get at while porpoise and walrus. 
are equally difficult to get hold of. 
Were it not for the small fur-bear- 
ing animals which are about the shores 
the poor half-breeds would stand a very 
good chance of perishing a hunger, as 
they can expect nothing in the way of fd- 
vors from the Hudson Bay Company’s 
stores, a few of which are along the coast. 
The natives live in little villages com- 

sed of from fifty to one hundred rude 

uts. Each community has its place of 
worship and its church burial ground, 


which is consecrated by the Moravian | 


missionaries, afew of whom are tobe found 
wandering about from village to vil- 
lage, from the eastern extent of the set- 
tlements down as far as Fort Churchill on 
the west. These faithful beloved men ex- 
pect no recompense for their services, 
and if they did they wouldn’t get it, for 
there is not in all the country such a thing 
as money, the only exchange being in 
fish oil, or furs. Whenever one of a 
tribe dies the rest of his family—meanin 
by that the entire settlement—stop wor 
forthe day and prepare to bury him. 
If the settlement possesses such 
a thing as a dinner-bell, and the most of 
them do. the oldest man in the village 
goes about from hut to hut and rings the 
ell in front of each until the occupants 
come out, both big and little, and, falling 
into line, march after him. When the 
circuit has been made, and big and little 
are all collected, a march is made for the 
kirote, as it is called, the village church 
which consists of about an acre 
ground simply inclosed by a wall of 
stones near the middle of the community. 
Into this little field gothe entire popu- 
lace, and after Nags, pe virtues of the 
dead for some hours, the corpse is en 
away on a skin rack and covered with ice 
and snow in the common burial plot. The

1. To exert the police power through re- 


medial statutes which will prevent any rail- | 


road from conducting its business so as to in - 
fringe the equal rights of individuals or the 
general welfare of the State.’’—[Ars. XII., 
sec. .] 

2. To enact statutes which will compel rail- 
roads to receve and transport each 
‘‘other’s passengers, tonnage and cars, loaded 
or empty, without delay or discrimination.’’ 
[Art. XII., sec. 13.] 

8. To enforce the short haul clause and 
the right of all railroad companies as 
common carriers to use any railroad 
track in this State asa public highway.— Art. 


NI. sec. 14.) 


4. To pass laws which will correct abuses 
and prevent unjust discrimination and extor- 
tion in rates. Art. XII., sec. 14. ] 

5. To pass laws, from time to time, establish- 
ing reasonable maximum rates of charges, 
and to ‘‘enforce all such laws by adequate 
penalties.’’—[Art. XII., sec, 14.] 

6. To provide for the enforcement of ade- 
quate penalties against any railroad company 
which shall in any way control any railroad 
corporation owning or having under its con- 
trol a parallel or competing line.’’—[Art. XII, 
sec. 17.) 

7. To enforce section 21 against railroads 
contumaciously disobeying the Constitution 
and section 22 against railroad presidents, di- 
rectors, officers and agents interested in trans- 
portation over the line, or in furnishing the 
the company its coal; and by all means to en- 
force section 23 against discriminations and re- 
bates. 

If resolutions favoring the specific en- 


forcement of everyone of these sections 
and directing the committees to report 
bills in accordance therewith cannot pass 
both houses, then the Legislature is not 
in favor of enforcing the Constitution as 
it is, and the sooner that fact and the 
position of every member are made clear 
to the people, the sooner will the re- 
sponsibility be placed where it belongs. 
After playing so long the farce of ‘‘How 
Not to Do It,“ the Legislature should at 
least fairly fix the responsibility and leave 
the rest to the people. 

If the Democrats are opposing the flx- 
ing of maximum rates by the Legislature 
from time to time, they cannot claim that 
they are more loyal to the Constitution 
than the men who are against the enforce- 
ment of the short-haul provision, If the 
Democrats sacrifice a good bill rather than 
allow the Republicans a representative in 
the Commission, they cannot hold the Re- 
publicans alone responsible for the defeat 
of proper railroad legislation. Thecharge 
that the Railroad Commission is to be 
used as a ‘‘cinch’’ on the railroads for 
partisan purposes, should be promptly 
disposed of asit was in the case of the 
interstate commerce bill, by providing 
against the use of the Commission’s power 
for party purposes. 

If parties divide on which sections shall 
be enforced, and either party insists on a 
thoroughly partisan composition of the 
Commission, neither will be free from 
responsibility for the continued failure to 
enforce the Constitution. With the power 
in their hands to enforce it, the Democrats 
have failed to do sofor eleven years. The 
only way they can atone for that neglect 
now and redeem their record, is by taking 
their stand on a bill which provides for 
the enforcement of every section of Article 
XII., and which is not deformed with any 
obviously partisan provision whatever. 


THE indications are that the cause of 
charity in St. Louis will in the near 
future be reinforced from a new direction.

THE EXTRA SESSION QUESTION. 


Pressure on the President for a Meeting 
in October Gaining Headway. 


By Telegraph to the POST-DISPATCH. 
WASHINGTON, D. C., May 30.—The pressure 
in favor of an extra session as early as Octo- 
ber has gained uch headway that it is thought 
the de N. gl de forced to yield to the 
wishes o s party leaders. Mr. Oleveland 
and 8 Stary Fairchild have been opposed to 
‘extra session idea. Mr. Cleveland has 
n quoted as saying he thought an extra 


session would do more harm than good, and as 
Mr. Fairchild gave it as his opinion, some 
time ago, than an extra session was not 
necessary to prevent a financial panic the 
President was disposed to let the matter 
drop. The argument in favog of an extra ses- 
sion has brought the question home to the 
party leaders, and — ot them who were 
opposed to an extra session six weeks ago are 
now advocating it, To a Congressman who 
called at the White House last week to * 
the President to call Congress together in 
October Mr. Cleveland said he would do it if 
the Congressman would agree to get Congress 
to adjourn and get out of Washington before 
the hot weather sets in next year. In addition 
to the expense of an extra session, 
another reason that has had weight 
fn influencing Mr. Cleveland about call- 
ing Oongress together in October is 
that he will have his hands full for the next 
year and does not care to have Congress here 
any longer than is necessary. A conservative 
Democrat said to the PosT-DIsPATOH corre- 
spondent to-day: ‘‘I am satisfied that the 
resident’s mind is undergoing a change. He 
has found a very general expression of opinion 
among the leading Democrats in favor of it, 
and it has made an impression on bim. In my 
judgment it is absolutely necessary from a 
political point of view.

Chief Switzler of the Bureau of Statistics En - 
gagedin Preparing a Mammoth Report. 


Wm. F. Switzler, Chief of the Bureau of 
Statistics, was at the Hotel Barnum this morn- 
ing. ‘‘Ilam here, he said, in connection 
with the preparation of an exhaustive report 
on the commerce of the Ohio and Mississippi 
Rivers. There have been so many inquiries 
for information regarding these rivers that I 
concluded to put all that could be gotten 


into one report. It will include the com- 
merce fromthe earliest times, from the flat- 
boat days to 1887; descriptions, ‘histories and 
cost of ali the bridges on both rivers, and the 
commerce of the principal cities, which will 
include St. Louis. Theo. J. McMinn has 
charge of the work here. Th are seven- 
teen bridges on the Mississippi between St. 
Louis and St. Paul and none on that long 
stretch of river from city 
to the gulf. There are three bridges 
over the Ohio below Pittsburg. Two bridges 
are projected ever the Mississippi below St. 
Louis, but neither will be built very soon. One 
is at Grand Tower and the at Cairo.
